Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1 1/25/2009 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The document of US patent 6391250 marked in IDS 1 1/25/2009 is marked out 
because it duplicates the file of PTO-892 marked 8/28/2009. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 2, 4, 7, 12-15, and 18 have been cancelled; claim 1 has been amended; 
and claims 1 , 3, 5, 6, 8-1 1 , 16, 17, 19, and 20 remain in examination, wherein claims 1 , 
6, 10, and 19 are independent claims. 



Status of the Previous Rejections 

Claims 6, 1 0, 1 1 , and 1 9 are allowed. 
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The previous objection of claim 7 to as depending from a rejected independent 
claim is withdrawn since claim 7 has been cancelled. 

The previous rejection of claims 1, 3, 5, 8, 9, 16, 17, and 20 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 19954755 A1 (English abstract and 
machine translation, thereafter DE'755) in view of Wolfsgruber et al (US 6,391 ,250 B1 , 
thereafter US'250) is withdrawn in view the applicants' arguments/remarks with 
amendment filed 11/25/2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 8-11, 16, 17, 19, and 20 are allowed. The following is a 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

As stated in the office actions marked 2/4/2009 and 8/25/2009, DE'755 teaches a 
manufacturing process for semi-finishes product, consisting of metal powder and 
blowing agent powder with foaming of pressing. US'250 teaches a process to form 
foamed metal moldings and US'250 teaches applying graphite covering sheet. 
However, DE'755 in view of US'250 does not disclose or suggest that the casting mould 
is open on a pair of opposite side (claims 1 and 19), is open at least one side (claim 6), 
or is supporting at least one wall of the casting mould with supports (claim 10).
